THE EMPRESS OF CHINA PROCEEDING TO THE TEMPLE 


FROM 


The general occupation of the femaies of Obi 
ba, af the times of Confucias, from the Pm 
press to the wife of the meanest peasant, was the 
spluning and weaving of silk, which material, 
from the earliest period known, was used for clo- 
thing by the poor as well as by the rich, for the 
same reason that woo! was used by the ancient 
Britons; because it was the material of which 
they had the greatest abundance. It is there- 
fore no proof of seperior wealth or grandeur that 
the peasantry of China wore silk garments, bot 
merely a simple evidence of the fact that silk 
was the staple commodity of their country, as 
woo! was of Britain. 

The Empresses of those dsys were as realons 
in promoting the branches of industry adapted 
for females by their own example, as were the 
Emperors in encouraging sgricalture by similar 
means. A plantation of mulberry trees was

formed within the gardens of the l’slace, sad a 
house built purposely for rearing the worms, 
which were tended by the ladies of the court, 
and olten ted by the fair baeds of royalty. Every 
actumn, a festival was held to commemmorate 
the Invention of silk-weaving, when the  mpress, 






and then proceeded to her mulberry grove, 
where she gathered leaves and wound the co 
coons of silk, which was afterward spun and 
woven into small webs by her own bands 
These were carefully preserved for the graod 
spring fostival, when they were burned in sacrifice 
(Great attention was bestuwed on the manage- 
ment of silk worms throughout the whole of the 
Empire; and as it had been ¢ vered that 
those which wore fed on mullerry leaves proda- 
ced a finer kind of silk than the wild worms of

The difference between the garments ef the 
apper and lower orders consisted in the quality 
and colors of the silks of which they were com 
posed, and the fashion in which they were made 
The robes of the grandecs were often richly 
embroidered with gold and silver, and ornament 
ed with various devices, sccording to their rank 
and occupation. As instances of these distine 
tive marks, the dress of a literary man was orne- 
mented by a bird worked on a square of black 
silk on the back; while that of a military chief 
was adorned with the figure of a tiger, or some 
other savage animal; end these sre among the 
many customs that have been continued from 
that time to the present.
